NOTE: The new issue is found in claim 40 wherein "in their unexpanded state" would require further consideration 
and/or search. Also, in claims 31 and 44 the phrase "without a secondary support structure" was added to the claims to claify that the fire 
stop articles of the fire barrier assemby are retained within the opening without a secondary support structure, however, this is also 
considered new issue. Claim 31 previously contianed the same phrase "without a secondary support structure" but it was a part of an 
intended use of the article which held little to no patentable weight and now applicant inserted the phrase so that the article now comprise 
an opening without a secondary support strucutre which needs to be further considered and searched. Applicant's arguments are 
directed towards the new issue and is therefore considered moot. 
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
